Whereas, the inability of this institution to establish an atmosphere of cul- 
tural vitality is traceable in large measure to a failure to establish 
a visible and functioning program of planning and development in this 
area, and 


Whereas, needed development of such a program within the framework of existing 
organizational provisions would be difficult and improbable, and 

Whereas, the developing commitment to the arts in society, both locally and 
in the broadest sense and the evolution of potential resources and 
facilities establish a priority for commitment to such a program at 
this time, 


Now, therefore. Be It Resolved, the University Senate of the George Washington 
University 

urges and recommends establishment of a School of Fine Arts as an 
organizational division of the University. In particular, it is rec- 
ommended that: 

1. a Dean should be appointed, with office and staff, with 
primary responsibility for organizing and implementing a pro- 
gram of development in the Fine Arts within available resources 
and for exploring and developing potential resources and outside 
support ; 

2. initially the school should consist of the following depart- 
ments: Department of Art and Design, Department of Dance, Depart- 

ment of Drama, Department of Music. These departments are to be 
created by a transfer of personnel and facilities in these areas 
from existing programs in Columbian College and the School of Edu- 
cation, except that, subject to final decision within these depart- 
ments it is expected, and recommended, that Columbian College will 
retain a Department of Art History functioning in that special area 
and a Department of Speech functioning in its area; 

3. other than cost directly related to the office of the Dean of 
the projected school, it is recommended that no major financial 
commitment be made to the school at this time from university 
funds beyond those presently involved in these programs; it is 
expected that funds presently allocated to these programs in the 
various schools will be budgetarily transferred to the projected 
School of Fine Arts. In those departments just mentioned which 
choose to undertake a separation of functions, a corresponding 
budgetary division would be effected; 

4. the School of Fine Arts should be charged with responsibility 
and authority in developing and maintaining degree granting prog- 
rams with two distinct orientations: 

1) a program leading to the degree of Bachelor of Fine Arts or

equivalent, and corresponding graduate degrees; this program will 
be one in the arts in the liberal scholarly tradition; 

2). a program leading to the degree of Bachelor of Performing 
Arts or equivalent, and corresponding graduate degrees; this pro- 
gram will be one with primary emphasis upon the skills and tech- 
niques preparatory to a practicing career in the arts and a thereby 
necessarily reduced emphasis upon the traditionally established 
program of liberal studies; 

These degree granting programs should be under the direction and 
control of the faculty of the School of Fine Arts: 

5. the School of Fine Arts should be charged further with respon- 
sibility for establishing and enhancing its role as a service division 
in the academic area of the arts to the university as a whole and in 
particular to the Columbian College, with which it will share inti- 
mate ties of interest and competence. In developing programs and 
staff, the School of Fine Arts should be guided by the university 
educational policy of university-wide service by one department in 

its field of interest and competence with a view to avoidance of 
duplication of efforts, staff or facilities; 

6. in view of the intimate relation to the programs of the Columbian 
College, it is recommended that the faculty of the School of Fine Arts 
should enjoy the status of faculty members in the Columbian College; 

7. in view of 

1) . the character and potential of the environmental community 

of the institution, both in the private and federal sectors, and 

2) . the needs and ambitions within the community, and 

3) . the peculiar and universally vital relevance of its field 

of competence, the School of Fine Arts should be authorized and 
charged to develop a substantial and active program of interaction, 
through the arts, with the community; 

8. the School of Fine Arts should be charged with responsibility for 
developing and enhancing effective relations and cooperative programs 
with the rapidly developing programs in the arts in the community and 
within the Consortium of Universities. 

Xt is recommended that the School of Fine Arts be established as a 
functioning organizational division of the university by September 1970.

IMMINENTLY THREATEN INJURY TO PERSONS OR PROPERTY 
OR WHICH OBSTRUCT OR INTERFERE WITH NORMAL AND 
NECESSARY UNIVERSITY ACTIVITIES (68/2) 


Whereas , 

Safety and order are essential preconditions of the learning process, 
and indeed of the very concept of a university; and 

Whereas , 

The George Washington University is committed to protection of free 
speech and freedom of assembly, and to safeguarding the right of 
lawful protest on campus; and is committed equally to maintaining 
the peace and safety of the campus, in the knowledge that all 
rights are in jeopardy when violence and civil disorder prevail 
over law and reason; 

Now, therefore, 

Be it Resolved by the Senate of The George Washington University : 

That in the event a demonstration at this University exceeds 
the bounds of free assembly and lawful advocacy, and demonstra- 
tors are engaging in unlawful acts which cause or imminently 
threaten injury to persons or property, or which obstruct or 
interfere with normal and necessary University activities, 
this body affirms the authority of the President, or other Uni- 
versity official designated to act in his absence, to take such 
reasonable steps, if possible after consultation with the Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the University Senate and the 
President of the Student Body, as are required to restore and 
preserve order; including, if deemed necessary and appropriate, 
suspension of students or faculty engaging in such acts, and 
use of such law enforcement personnel as are needed to effect 
the removal, arrest, and prosecution of law violators. Any 
such suspension shall be reviewed by an appropriate tribunal 
as soon after order is restored as is practicably possible.
